The short haul rates shown in the above 
table, and which are now in force, were fixed 
by the interstate commerce commission as 
the proper charges to thé intermediate points 
named, as Spokane, Reno, and Phenix. The 
order of the commission fixing these rates 
was upheld by the Supreme court. 


Congress Stops Higher Short Rates. 

It was after the ruling of the court that 
congress amended the interstate commerce 
law by inserting a provision prohibiting the 
unjust discrimination against intermediate 
points resulting from charging more for a 
short than for a long haul over the same 
line. 

The railroads fought hard to prevent the 
adoption of this amendment, arguing that 
‘the low long haul charges were for the pur- 
pose of meeting water competition. The pro- 
vision eventually was modified so as to leave 
large discretionary powers to the commis- 
sion in fixing long and short haul dates. 

It is expected that the commission will go 
into the matter fully in the hearing, which 
will follow suspension of the long haul in- 
creases as soon as they are filed.

A large proportion of this money is in- 
vested in railroad securities, tut much of it 
appears to have been used for the purchase of 
bonds rather than of stock. 


Admit That Extravagance Exists. 

In the interview with bim published this 
morning James J. Hill referred to the ex- 
travagance which exists in the government 
and in all walks of life. This is nothing new, 
but it is interesting Because of the state- 
ments recently made to the interstate com- 


merce commission in regard to gross e- 


travagance vrevailing in railroad manage- 
ment. 

In recent years a marked tendency has been 
manifested by corporations to utilige their 
by-products and to make é¢conomies, But 
there is still a great deal to be done before 
anything like the economic results of Europe 

are obtained. 

What the authorities fear is that the big 
business is preparing to reproduce the 
situation in 1907-08. The attempt then 
was made to frighten President Roosevelt 
60 as to cause him to cease the execution of 
his refor rogram. If this be their purpose, 
they will have as little success with President 
Taft as with his predecessor.

The state now has twenty-five representa- 
tives in the lower house, the last apportion- 
ment having fixed the ratio at one repre- 
sentative to 198,175 population. The decade 
before the basis was 178,301. 

There already is a demand that the ratio 
be raised in the next apportionment, in order

As 
regards the effect upon the stock market, it 
ig doubtful indeed if such abrupt declines as 
those of three points or more in Union Pacific, 
Reading, Steel, Lehigh Valley, St. Paul, and 
twenty or more other stocks would have 
taken place had the way not been paved for 
them by the speculative tactics of the group 
of operators responsible for all the recent 
markets.
